REPORT  FROM  ATLANTA  MEETING  FOR  NSCA  MEMBERS  WHO  BELONG  TO  TAMS 


. As  time  and  space  will  permit,  no  many  tokens  in  Atlanta!!  I  saw  only  a  few 

common  variety  coal  items  and  only  a  few  lumber  tokens!!  The  main  scope  of  the  ANA 
event  continues,  of  course,  to  be  coins  and  TAMS  (as  a  splinter  group)  is  limited  in  what 
they  can  do....  Possibly  this  will  be  changed  in  the  future  due  to  two  things  in  the 
works:  (1)  The  format  of  ANA  is  to  be  changed  possibly  at  the  event  next  year  in  Houston, 
Texas.  All  splinter  groups  (such  as  TAMS,  Civil  War,  Elongated,  Paper  Money,  etc.)  will 
have  morning  meetings.  The  bourse  will  not  open  until  1  p.m.  and  will  close  at  7  p.m. 
to  permit  additional  social  events  and  the  annua!  auction  sales  of  coins,  etc.  (2)  The 
TAMS  Board  of  Directors  has  appointed  a  special  committee  to  investigate  holding  a  token 
show  and  sale  event  immediately  before  the  annual  ANA  convention  at  the  same  or  a 
nearby  hotel.  At  this  event,  tokens  could  be  the  major  attraction....  If  you  have  special 
feelings  in  this  regard,  please  let  Hal  Dunn,  Box  114,  Carson  City,  Nevada  89701,  have 
your  comments...  Hal  is  a  NSCA  member  and  incidentally  won  the  Segei  Award  at  TAMS 
for  having  the  best  article  published  in  the  TAMS  Journal...  The  award  was  a  big,  big 

gold  medal  presented  annually  by  TAMS  and  The  Franklin  Mint . Rumor  has  it  that 

Arlie  Slabaugh  (also  a  NSCA  member)  will  be  running  for  President  of  TAMS  at  Texas 
meeting....  Possible  Board  of  Directors  candidates  include  Hal  Dunn,  Walter  Caldwell  and 
Paul  Cunningham....  Other  candidates  (who  are  also  NSCA  members)  will  be  mentioned  as 
we  get  word....  The  Board  members  spent  several  hours  discussing  many  token  business 

matters  at  the  Board  meeting.  It  was  interesting  to  note  that  the  Julian  book  will  cost 

approximately  $70,000.  for  3000  copies  and  it  is  a  beautiful  book...  The  organization  is 
now  taking  orders  at  $35.00  per  copy  and  they  expect  a  large  sale  to  libraries  —  and  we 

are  worried  about  1000  scrip  catalogs  at  $16.00...  Too,  they  expect  the  book  to  win  many 

awards  for  printing  layout,  general  design,  etc....  Many  people  were  shown  the  restrikes 
or  counterfeit  coal  tokens  and  much  information  was  learned.  The  Coin  World  people  allowed 
me  to  make  photostats  of  the  Hobby  Protection  Law  which  will  apply  in  connection  with  these 
tokens....  Too,  Craigo  is  going  to  Dayton  to  talk  with  the  management  of  Dayton  Stencil 
about  the  items.  The  general  concensus  now  is  that  some  person  -  unknown  to  management  - 
struck  these  tokens  there  at  the  plant  from  the  dies  that  they  still  have...  More  on  this  in 
this  issue  and  at  the  Huntington  meeting  on  October  1st....  According  to  prices  announced 
for  printing  some  of  the  token  books  at  ANA  meeting,  our  group  got  a  real  good  eal  from 
the  Roanoke  printing  concern....  A  quote  on  a  128  page  Alaska  token  book  at  $5181  was 
announced  for  500  copies....  The  approximate  750  page  Kappen  book  on  California  tokens 

cost  about  $6400.  for  printing .  The  editor  of  the  TAMS  Journal  will  be  the  new  book 

editor  also  (Doug  Watson)  and  his  salary  will  be  about  $4,000.00  as  announced  at  the  TAMS 
meeting....  Incidentally,  the  cost  of  publishing  the  TAMS  Journal  amounts  to  approximately 
TWICE  the  total  amount  received  from  the  dues  of  the  approximate  1500  members...  The 
investment  income  makes  up  the  loss...  TAMS  received  a  donation  years  ago  from  the  Franklin 
Mint  of  their  stock  and  this  accounts  for  their  financial  success....  Thus,  you  of  NSCA  can 
be  giving  thought  to  our  publication  expense  as  compared  to  TAMS....  Additional  FREE  ads 
are  needed  for  the  TAMS  Journal  and  for  the  "Scrip  Talk"  bulletin...  Why  not  send  in  ads 
on  token  items  that  you  are  looking  for....  Incidentally,  NSCA  owes  Paul  Cunningham  a 
big  "thank  you"  for  handling  this  chore  each  month....  (Too,  Paul,  we  kindly  want  your 
expense  account  so  that  you  can  be  reimbursed.)....  John  Fliss  tells  me  that  several  hundred 
orders  for  Scrip  Catalog  have  been  received  to  this  date....  we  mailed  all  TAMS  members 
information  and  the  orders  are  rolling  in....  Remember,  get  your  orders  in  before  October 
1st  to  take  advantage  cf  -pre-publication  prices....  Bob  Craigo  had  a  wonderful  display. on 
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the  New  River  Company  scrip  at  Atlanta  meeting...  Space  gone  for  this  time

THESE  FOR  SALE  !! 

Briefly,  here  is  the  story  a;  "Scrip  Talk"  presently  has  it  !!  Unfortunately,  the  full 
.details  are  not  presently  available,  thus,  we  need  the  help  of  all  collectors  in  getting 
complete  information  on  this  matter  !  !  Possibly,  the  complete  details  will  be  available 
at  the  Huntington  meeting  on  Saturday,  October  1.  Here  is  what  we  presently  know... 

A  few  weeks  ago,  I  received  a  phone  call  (unfortunately  I  did  not  record  the  caller's 
name)  offering  me  some  scrip  and  wanting  to  know  what  it  was  worth.  I  indicated  that 
I  could  not  make  a  blanket  offer  per  piece  and  wanted  to  know  how  much  and  what 
companies  he  had.  He  mentioned  some  common  ones  and  then  said  he  had  Northside 
Coal,  Sara  Runyon,  Snap  Creek,  etc.  indicating  that  he  had  about  90  pieces  of  the 
various  companies.  I  told  him  to  stop  by  and  he  mentioned  something  about  stopping 
if  he  was  in  the  area  again.  I  do  not  know  where  the  call  came  from  but  feel  that 
he  was  in  the  area. 

A  few  days  later,  a  collector  from  this  area  brought  in  some  of  the  pieces  (as  will  be 
listed  below)  and  I  acquired  some  from  him.  He  mentioned  that  he  had  approximately 
$3  in  each  of  the  approximate  100  tokens  he  had  acquired.  In  examining  the  tokens, 

I  found  the  nick  on  every  $1  planchet  (as  discussed  below  and  in  the  previous  alert 
bulletin)  and  was  curious  about  the  about  uncirculated,  shiny  condition  of  each  of  the 
pieces.  I  started  checking  around  and  found  that  this  buyer,  likewise,  had  no  idea 
as  to  who  the  seller  might  be. 

Another  collector  who  had  acquired  some  of  the  tokens  got  his  from  a  small  roadside 
market  where  the  owner  had  purchased  several  of  the  tokens.  This  collector  also 

mentioned  that  a  friend  had  been  in  a  service  station  in  this  area  when  a  stranger 

making  a  phone  call  mentioned  that  he  had  some  scrip  to  sell.  This  non-collector 
went  to  his  car  and  observed  what  he  called  two  or  three  bags  full  of  scrip  and  tokens 
in  the  car. 

Various  phone  calls  were  made  and  other  attempts  to  get  more  details.  Scriptor  Craigo 
is  helping  on  this  investigation  and  may  have  additional  information  available  for  this 
issue  in  another  section.  Several  calls  have  been  exchanged  with  the  officials  of 
Dayton  Stencil  Company  -  successors  to  Ingle-Schierloh  Co.  They  are  very  concerned 
with  this  matter  since  it  appears  that  their  dies  have  been  used  or  exact  counterfeit 
dies  have  been  used  to  make  this  scrip.  In  the  last  call  from  them,  they  assured  me 
that  they  did  not  manufacture  the  scrip  (they  did  reveal  one  recent  order  which  I  will 
mention  below).  According  to  my  information,  the  owner  (Mr.  Clem  Jauch)  is  in  his 
80's  and  possibly  not  devoting  full  time  to  supervision  of  the  firm.  Scriptor  Craigo  tells 

me  that  the  coal  token  dies  are  on  the  third  or  fourth  floor  of  the  firm’s  building  and 

are  not  readily  available  to  the  other  employees  of  the  firm.

The  Dayton  Stencil  folks  felt  earlier  (as  did  Craigo  and  I)  that  the  tokens  came  from 
Kentucky  where  they  had  processed  an  order  for  a  lady  and  her  husband  to  make 
jewelry.  However,  the  Dayton  folks  made  a  special  trip  to  Kentucky  and  assure  us 
that  this  lady  had  purchased  ONLY  tokens  from  the  Black  Star  Coal  Co.  They  were 
sorry  that  the  order  had  been  processed  and  assured  me  that  there  was  no  intent  on  the 

lady’s  part  to  do  anything  improper.

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Scriptor  Craigo  plans  to  make  a  trip  to  Daytcn  following  the  ANA  convention  and  see 
what  additional  information  he  can  turn  up.

Incidentally,  I  failed  to  mention  that  the  seller  had  some  other  type  tokens,  in  addition 
to  the  coal  scrip.  I  have  not  seen  the  other  types  but  recall  mention  of  a  Dayton  firm, 
a  Texas  firm,  and  possibly  some  type  of  Army  tokens.  Several  of  the  area  collectors 
purchased  some  of  these  o*her  type  tokens. 

Too/  the  Tennessee,  Coal,  iron  and  Railroad  Co.  tokens  came  from  this  same  source 
and  they  appear  to  be  in  the  proper  type  white  metal  -  with  proper  punch  or  cut  - 
and  also  some  Coonville  Srore  tokens  with  and  without  C  punch  appear  to  have  come 
from  this  same  source.  o

CONCLUSION:  I  feel  that  some  person  without  the  knowledge  of  the  owners  or 
officials  of  the  Dayton  Stencil  Company  made  up  a  batch  of  coal  tokens  as  well  as 
other  tokens  and  made  a  trip  through  this  area  offering  the  tokens  as  various  spots 
to  collectors  and  non-collectors.  I  feel  that  the  original  dies  were  used  on  the 
obverse  and  a  stock  die  used  for  the  reverse  that  in  most  cases  did  not  match  the 
reverse  die  of  the  original  issue  token.  I  foel  that  this  was  not  a  scrip  collector 
and  he  just  picked  out  some  dies  at  random  (who  would  want  additional  tokens  of 

Leevale  Colliers  end  Branch  Coal  &  Coke,  for  example  since  there  was  a  bountiful 

supply  of  these  companies  already  cn  the  market).  I  feel  that  a  large  supply  of 
these  were  made  (who  would  want  to  make  only  two  or  three  of  each  company)  and 
I  feel  that  the  blank  planchets  came  from  the  same  source  as  the  dies...  since  the 
Tennessee  Coal  &  Iron  tokens  appear  to  be  the  same  metal  as  originals..

SOME  OBSERVATIONS  ABOUT  THE  COUNTERFEIT  COAL  SCRIP 


Altho  my  reproductions  leave  a  lot  to  be  desired,  I  hope  that  the  following  rubbings  will 

give  you  something  to  check  on  in  connection  with  the  counterfeit  material.  I  did  not 

have  readily  available  originals  of  most  of  the  material,  however,  feel  that  the  few  items 

pictured  will  give  a  basis  for  my  conclusions  as  presented  in  this  article. 
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AMES  MINING  COMPANY  -  $1.00 

The  token  on  the  left  is  the  original  from  my  collection.  Note  that  it  has  a  star  type 
punch  or  cut  and  has  what  we  Identify  in  the  "Scripident  Chart"  as  an  ISC2  reverse. 
The  counterfeit  item  (or  restrike,  or  whatever  you  call  it)  has  no  cut  or  punch  mark 
and  has  the  MM2  reverse.  This  same  MM2  reverse,  as  mentioned,  is  on  all  of  the 
questionable  material.  The  letter  "A"  on  the  Ames  token  and  on  the  Branch  Coal 
&  Coke  token  indicates  the  very  tiny  nick  or  jagged  edge  on  the  planchet.  This  same 
tiny  piece  of  jagged  metal  is  on  all  of  the  $1.00  tokens  in  this  group  of  material.  I 
do  not  know  how  it  will  reproduce  on  the  electronic  stencil  machine  but  the  arrow 
marks  the  location  of  the  rough  edge  on  the  two  pieces  I  have  pictured.  This  nick  can 
be  easily  located  on  the  items  by  running  your  finger  around  the  edge.  The  letter  "B" 
on  the  Ames  token  and  on  the  Branch  token  indicates  a  weak  strike  along  the  edge  of 
the  reverse.  Not  all  of  the  letters  are  sharp  on  the  counterfeit  pieces. 


BRANCH  COAL  &  COKE  CO.,  Elverton,  W.Vq.  -  $1.00 

The  token  on  the  left  is  the  original  from  my  collection.  Note  that  it  has  a  MB’  cut 
or  punch  and  has  the  same  ISC2  reverse  as  on  the  Ames  original  item.  The  counterfeit 
Branch  token  -  on  the  right  -  has  no  cut  or  punch  and  has  the  same  MM2  reverse  as 
the  Ames  piece.  Note  too,  that  the  strike  is  weak  at  the  position  indicated  by  the 
"B".  The  interesting  item  on  the  Branch  token  -  and  I  hope  that  it  shows  in  the 
reproduction  -  is  that  the  letter  "R"  in  Elverton  on  the  original  is  slightly  higher  and 
out  of  line  than  the  preceding  letters...  This  same  exact  "out  of  line"  "R"  is  evident 
on  the  counterfeit  piece.  This  is  indicated  by  the, letter  "C"  in  the  two  illustrations. 
The  letter  "D"  indicates  on  the  reverse  of  the  Ames  and  Branch  tokens  the  original 
ISC2  reverse  dies  as  distinguished  from  the  MM2  dies  used  on  the  counterfeits. 
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BLOCK  COAL  &  COKE  CORP.,  Block,  Tenn.  -  lOp  token 

The  original  on  the  left  from  my  collection  is  of  war-time  zinc  metal  and  has  the 
B  cut  or  punch.  The  same  ISC2  reverse  is  on  the  original.  The  counterfeit  has  no 
punch  or  cut  and  is  of  brass  composition  with  the  MM2  reverse  die.  Too,  your 
attention  is  directed  to  the  "E"  section  of  each  token  -  note  the  type  of  1  used  in 
the  TOd  and  the  spacing  on  both  tokens...  indicating  that  the  original  dies  have 
been  used  on  the  obverse  of  this  token  -  as  well  as  all  tokens  in  this  listing  -  see 
my  comments  in  the  other  portion  of  this  article. 
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TENNESSEE  COAL,  IRON  AND  RAILROAD  CO.  -  $1.00 

This  token  cannot  be  compared  with  an  original  because  I  know  of  no  collector  that 
had  one  previously,  however,  these  tokens  came  from  the  same  source.  They  appear 
to  be  originals  (restrikes)  and  instead  of  the  brass  -  as  in  the  others  listed  -  this  is 
in  the  white  metal  composition...  Too,  it  has  the  TCI  cut  that  is  known  on  other 
tokens  of  this  company....  Golly...?? 
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WELCOME  THESE  NEW  MEMBERS  !!

SPRING  MEET  CHANGE

"HOW  MUCH  SHOULD  I  BID  ??" 


By:  John  R.  Fliss 


We  are  all  confronted  with  this  question  from  time  to  time  in  our  token  sales.  How 
mud  is  the  token  worth?  Is  it  common  or  scarce  or  rare?  Is  it  a  desirable  addition  to 
my  collection?  Is  It  a  key  denomination?  These  are  relatively  simple  questions  but  the 
answers  are  somewhat  difficult  to  arrive  at. 

lo  begin  you  must  try  to  understand  something  about  the  token  being  sought.  How 
common  is  it?  How  many  times  have  you  seen  it  offered  in  sales?  What  did  it  sell  for 
in  past  auctions?  You  can  store  only  a  certain  amount  of  such  information  in  your  mind. 
Help  is  obviously  needed.  As  an  aid,  I  personally  keep  a  record  of  past  sales  and  I  keep 
it  in  an  orderly  fashion  so  that  I  can  locate  the  information  instantly.  All  tokens  are 
listed  alphabetically  under  company  name  with  denomination,  type,  size,  composition, 
shape,  price  realized,  and  all  other  pertinent  data  noted.  Trying  to  find  information  about 
a  specific  token  from  a  stack  of  past  auction  catalogs  can  be  time  consuming  and  very 
frustrating.  Listing  them  as  mentioned  initially  takes  a  little  time  but  it  certainly  is  con¬ 
venient  later.  And,  you  have  the  beginnings  of  a  good  reference  work.  With  such  inform¬ 
ation  at  your^  finger  tips  you  can  interpret  the  value  of  the  token  more  clearly  because 
you  possess  a  number  of  starting  points.  Type,  denomination,  sale  price  etc.  are  available 
at  a  glance  for  comparison  purposes.  You  know  your  product  fairly  well  and  can  bid  with 
some  confidence.  Those  tokens  listed  with  a  minimum  bid  (MB)  or  estimated  value  (Est) 

offer  a  good  starting  point.  But  even  here  you  must  be  careful  because  these  values 
may  be  inflated. 


All  the  above  means  very  little,  however,  if  you  want  o  token  badly  enough.  If 
it  is  an  elusive  key  piece  to  complete  a  set  or  a  desirable  rare  piece,  then  logic*  does 
not  pi  eve ; I .  You  bid  as  you  please!  And,  don't  expect  special  bargains  when  bidding. 
Ridiculous  bids  will  generally  be  rejected  by  all  sellers.  The  "something  for  nothing" 
approach  just  doesn’t  work.  Only  the  uninformed  will  let  something  get  away. 


Most  dealers  describe  their  merchandise  accurately  and  are  honest  in  their  dealings. 
They  offer  "Prices  Realized"  lists  free  or  for  a  small  fee  to  successful  bidders.  Insist  on 
these  for  they  are  ideal  and  necessary  references  for  future  bidding.  Some  dealers  also 
reduce  your  bid  to  10%  above  the  next  highest  bid  on  moderate  to  expensive  items.  This 
is  a  welcome  policy  and  allays  the  buyer's  fears  of  excessive  bidding.  Try  to  find 'out 
if  this  is  the  seller's  policy  if  not  openly  stated  in  his  bidding  rules.

When  tokens  on  which  I  have  no  background  information  are  offered  for  sale  my 
general  rule  is  to  stay  away  from  them  or  possibly  enter  only  a  very  modest  bid.  f 
don  t  acquire  very  many  tokens  in  this  manner  but  I  don't  get  stung  either. 


i  hope  these  observations,  comments,  and  guidelines  are  helpful  to  Scrip  Talk  readers. 
They  have  worked  fairly  well  for  me  in  past  years  and  have  enabled  me  to  form  a  modest* 
collection  at  a  reasonable  cost.  But,  even  with  this  system,  I  still  win  some  and  lose 
some . 


Good  luck  and  better  bidding  in  the  future.

THE  COAL  SCUTTLE 


We  all  accept  that  which  we  see  around  us  as  the  standard 
way  to  do  something,  A  child  today  is  accustomed  to  iucandescent 
lighting,  giving  little  thought  to  oil  lamps  or  illuminating  gas.  And  in 
the  days  of  oil  and  gas,  little  thought  was  given  to  the  prior  use  of  open 
lamps  of  animal  oils  or  rushes. 

So  it  is  with  lighting  in  mines.  Prior  to  Ihe  battery  powered 
electric  head  lamps  there  were  carbide  lamps,  and  before  them  were 
open  lights  (naked  lamps)  using  "sunshine  oil".  Before  the  open  lamps 
there  were  open  dishes,  made  of  iron,  in  which  floated  pieces  of  wick; 
also  cat-tails  or  rushes  dipped  in  animal  fat.  All  these  made  for  a 
noxious  condition  in  the  close  confines  of  a  mine,  and  hardly  a  safe 
condition. 


Fire-damp  (methane)  always  exists  in  coal  mines  and  has 
always  presented  a  problem.  "Prior  to  the  invention  of  the  safety  lamp, 
several  ingenious  appliances  were  used  to  shed  light  in  mines  which  gave 
off  explosive  mixtures  of  fire-damp.  W  After  an  explosion  fresh  herrings 
were  sometimes  taken  underground,  the  scales  of  which  emitted  a  feeble 
light  to  a  rescuing  band  of 
explorers/11'  But  the  steel 
mill,  invented  by  James 
Spedding  of  Whitehaven, 

England,  in  1775,  was  the 
chief  reliance  to  light  the 
subterranean  workers  in 
searching  for  the  living  and 
the  dead  involved  in  a  fire¬ 
damp  catastrophe. 

This  machine 
consisted  of  a  small  iron 
frame  upon  which  two  wheels 
were  mounted.  The  miner 
set  the  wheels  in  motion  by 
turning  a  crank  with  the 
right  hand;  he  held  a  piece  of 
flint  against  one  of  the  wheels 

with  the  other,  which  emitted  a  succession  of  luminous  sparks  that 
created  a  feeble  ray  of  light  in  the  surrounding  darkness.  This  machine 
was  also  used  for  lighting  up  the  workings  of  mines  which  gave  off  fire¬ 
damp  in  such  volume  that  a  naked  light  could  not  be  used  in  mining  the 
coal.  It  was  a  very  expensive  manner  of  mining,  as  it  required  one  man 
to  turn  the  crank  of  the  machine  to  give  light  to  another  who  was  fligging

the  coal.  Since  no  better  method  was  known  of  lighting  up  the  workings 
of  mines,  which  gave  off  an  explosive  mixture  of  fire-damp,  the  steel 
mill  was  in  general  use  until  Sir  Humphrey  Davy  discovered  the  safety 
lamp  in  the  year  1816,” 

We  show  here  a  sketch  of  such  a  steel  mill, 

(i)  Fire-damp;  a  mixture  of  explosive  gases  containing  methane, 

(ii)  Bio-luminescence  on  fish  scales  is  caused  by  bacteria  growing  on
